Examine Wrecked Zeppelins 


Was 160 Metres in Length and Carried 
Six Machine Guns 


The London Times publishes a 
lengthy account by the French avia- 
tion expert, Georges Prade, of the re- 
suits of his study of the remains of a 
Zeppelin brought down February 21 at 
Kevigny. M. Prade believes the air- 
ship was of the Jatest type and com- 
pares its details with those of the Zs, 
which was brought down in France 1n 
August, 1914. 

‘the writer gays: “In the presence 
of the shapeless heap of debris it .3 
not possible to reconstruct exuctly the 
dimensions of the airship which bore 
the number LZ77, but an examination 
af the main beams warrants the con- 
clusion that she measured thirty thou- 
sand cubic metres. The metal em- 
ployed is somewhat different from that 
of earlier Zeppelins, being of alumi- 
num, toughened by a slight alloy of 
copper and zinc. 

“It was about 160 metres in length. 
The shape has changed somewhat. 
All previous Zeppelins were symmet- 


rical, both ends being alike. This one | 


was much bulkier forward and tapered 
off coward the stern. This shape gave 
with equal capacity less resistance 
when advancing and, therefore, great- 
er speed with the same power,

Evolution of the Sniper 


British Marksmen Now Show Super 
lority Over the Enemy 


The ascendancy of the British snip- 
er at the front is the suvject of a let- 
ter from a correspondent at the Brit- 
ish headquarters in France, of espec- 
jal iaterest to marksmen. 

“Sniping,” he writes, “is now an im- 
portant and highly speciaiized branch 
of British trench warfare; The Ger- 
mang no longer hold the supremacy, 
which was theirs ut the beginning of 
the cumpaign. 

Man for man, British sharp- 
shcoterg have shown themselves to be 
as fine shots as the Jaegers, whiie ex- 
celling them in daring, ingenuity and 
perseverance, and the steady growtn 
of these bands of picked marksmen 
hag had a marked effect on the atti- 
tude of the enemy. No longer do they 
stroll about carelessiy behind their 
lines, or show themselves in appar- 
ently safe spots as working parties, in 
the belief that British riflemen could 
not harin them. 

“Wholesome fear of snipers now 
pervades the Boscire infantry and they 
cling, limpet-like, to their ditches, with 
never a cap-top showing, and their 
own rifle experts show marked reluc- 
tance for hazardous expeditions 
which might take taem beyond their 
first line. 

“The growth of the countersniping 
movement was siow but sound. Good 
material there ,was in pienty,;-ana 
every battalion showed its eagerness 
to pay off old scores. Certain rifle 
experts who mighi be styled consult- 
ing snipers—big game _ shots” and 
backwoodsmen among then:—appear- 
ed at various headquarters and foim- 
ed the nucleus of the new organiza- 
tion which is now killing Germans 
daily with scientific accuracy. 

“Training schools were established, 
where student snipers selected by 
these expets received individual and 
highly technical instruction. Many 
were tested but comparatively few 
chosen, for the consulting sniper is a 
fastidious person, who demands ver- 
tain qualifications beyond mere en- 
thusiasm, and not all of the candl- 
daies can satisfy him. You wiil find 
all kinds of soldiers in this new 
branch of warfare. Many have been 
Samekeepers, and there is a fair 
sprinkling of men, who learned to use 
a rifle in some out-of the-way corner 
of the empire. They have already 
acquired a certain distinction of their 
own. 

“When a battalion goes into rest bil- 
lets you may be sure that tne Shipars 
have comfortable quarters, and their 
comrades cheerfully concede them lit- 
tle privileges not enjoyed by the oth- 
ers. This is quite fitting, for when*in 
the trenches these picked men are 
closer to death every minute of the 
time than the ordinary soldiers who js 
helping to hold the line. They must 
take far greater risks. A sniper may 
fire only one shot a day, but there {js 
a dead German for every cartridge 
exploded. He may have to scheme and 
scheme for dayg to catch a man who 
has been playing the same game. His 
patience must be limitless, his eye 
sure, He may have to Jie for hours in 
a seemingly impossible hiding piace, 
perhaps exposed to rain or snow, more 
likely than not wet to the skin, car- 
tainly chilled to the bone, yet ready to 
‘land’ his man at the right moment, 

“Somebody has called them tia ‘put- 
ted darlings of the army,’ said 1 put- 
talion commander, who was praising 
his snipers with justifiable prids. 
“Perhaps they are, but they aro doing 
fine work. We do not hamper them in 
any way. If a man wants a varticu- 
lar kind of ritie or sight, we get ‘t for 
him. He is the expert, and is nilowed 
to work with the tools he likes best."

h ORRIS A, HALL has been writing 
for ‘‘The Commercial Vehicle’’ a 
series of papers dealing with the 
desirability of left-side control in com- 
@ercial vehicles. In the October num- 
fer he cites soveral operative reascns 
why left-side control ‘‘makes for vehi- 
@e efliciency,’’ not only in trucks and 
@elivery wagons, but in taxicabs, For 
@e small-parcel wagon such control is 
‘‘ideal.’’ He says, in the course of 
this article: 

‘*With the driver located at the left 
@de, away from the curb, the delivery 
fey would be placed on the curb side 
@e right side. teward which all deliver- 
iow will be made. Sorting the parcels 
@s the car is driven between stops, the 
fey will have the parcel or parcels 
weady before the house is reached, so 
that be can jump off even before the 
@op is made, being half-way toward 
the house before the vehicle is really 
et a standstill, Similarly with his seat 
fecated on the right side, the same boy 
@an call to the drivor to start, and 
estch the car and swisg into his seat 
@efore the car hae gained headway 
ee matter bow rapidly it may acceler- 
ete. his, too, is a matter in which the 
motor-vehicle is not sow able to com 
pete with the horse-wagon, for just this 
weason, the horsed wagon is driven froin 
the left side, so as to leave the right 
qide free for the delivery boy to oper- 
@te as described. Why not fight fire 
with fire, and compete with horses upon 
their cwn lines of groatest efficiency? 

‘A light delivery wagon, too, must 
@anceuvre rapidly, tarning quickly 
ereund corners, ete, redacing the delays 
ead Jost time to a minimum in order to 
@ake up for the time lost in stops, in 
which the horse hae the Lar ie el 
Mow, one thing that is specifically

‘'The same obteias with only one 
man, u combined driver and delivery 
man, both driving the wagon and de- 
fivering the parcels, Im stopping the 
wagon, the driver cannot jump off and 
ao us could the extra boy, for one time 
fe must stop the wagom and the other 
he must start it. wt in all other re- 
gpocts the two canes are parallel. The 
@river can stop, seise the parcel, and 
jamp out on the ourb side much more 
wadily than could tae driver of a right- 
eide controlled car, on which the driver 
mast get out on tee Icft side, into the 
middle of the sreet, thence running 
eround the ear te make the delivery, 
wenning around it again to get into the 
eeat, which can ealy be done from the 
feft side. 

‘*While the foregotag general reasons 
ead, in fact, nearly ali of those applied 
@o the light delivery wagon apply with 
equal force to the eab, whether for 
private or public service, there are a 
number of reasons peculiar to this ser- 
wiee which make the left-side control 
particularly desirable, In the use of a 
eab by several pauseagers the extra 
fare must sit on the front platform 
with the driver. If this driver’s poui- 
tien be on the right, the fare is placed 
en the left, and can only get out or off 
the cub by steppiug off on the road 
eide, which road may ct may not be 
wuddy, Further, in order that the 
driver get out ef bis eab to attend to 
enything, he must get out on that left 
side across or over the passenger, or 
else he must ask the passenger to get 
@ut first. An additional reason for the 
left-side control in taxicabs is the 
trunk-carrying space.

thus manceuvre the easiest has been 
very generally overlocked. 

‘*On heavy trucks some of the ad 
vantages mentioned in the foregoing as 
merely incidental become of first im 
portance, Thus, in the matter of long 
material, as structural iron, it becomes 
4 powitive necessity to have but one 
lriver’s seat, using the space of the 
uther for extending the load forward. 
(n such a condition, it is almost foolish 
to ask which position of control would 
be the better, for the left-hand position 
has so very many advantages that no 
argument is possible. This is why such 
trucks arc usually built with left-side 
control, Again, nearly all heavy truck 
loads are bulky; if the load is not, the 
body is, which amounts to the same 
thing. With the driver cn the left, 
it is possible at least to see approach 
ing vehieles on the road ahead, and 
overtaking vehiclos on the road behind. 
This cannot be said of right-side eon 
\trol under similar circumatances,’’

‘*Meter Age’’ recently printed an 
article intended to remove a miscon 
ception prevalent song little informed 
buyers, as to the low-priced car 
being of neeessity an ‘‘assembled car,"’ 
it being contended that the mauufac 
turer could not afford to make his own 
parts when selling a car for less thar 
$1,000. The writer asserts that these 
sssumptions are ‘‘diametrically wrong, 
and that if there be any car that should 
be made entirely by one manufacture: 
it is the low-priced ear.’’ In order to 
huild this type of car, the maker must 
build the car in large quantities, That 
is the only possible way in which such 
a car, worthy to be ealled a ear, car 
be produced. The point is that, in mak 
ing an assembled car, profits are made 
not only by the person who assemble> 
the parts, but by the several persons 
who made the various parte that go 
inte the composition of the car. Hence 
the ear costs heavily to make.

‘It is a fact that a eoneern turning 
out over 10,000 cars a year ean turn 
out a cheaper and a better car the more 
partes of that car it makes in its own 
factory. There is money for the cheap 
car maker in forging his own crank 
shafts, front axles, cam shafts, presring 
gear parts, and all gear blanks, t 
takes money to install a forge plant, 
and it requires expert work to handle 
such a plant, but onee it is installed 
a profit will result when the car output 
of the eompany is large. By a com 
pany having ite own forge plant the 
only money made is not simply that 
saved in reduced cost, but that saved 
in ready delivery, It is worth thou 
sands te a concern not to have to wait 
for materials. Where a concern makes 
its ewn frames there is no paying ex 
press en them or waiting for them at 
times when delays in deliveries mean 
loss ef sales. The ear-builder, who is a 
manufaeturer from the ground up, ik 
free from that worry of waiting, writ 
ing and dided 4 for materials, and ir 
also spared that expense of having 
perhaps ten or more travellers going ul! 
over the country in search of a 
extra axles at one place, a few more 
frames at another point, scme radiators 
at a third, and some erankshbafte at a 
fourth. 

‘*The car-maker who has his cwn 
forge plant, who stamps his cwn frames, 
ma 
makes Practlenlly all of his ear except 
the magneto and carburetter, is lord of 
the field and doce not fear competition. 
He makes his own parte and knows 
what materials enter into them. He i+ 
free from the worry as to how different 
parte will stand up, and he is not com 
pelled to spend money taking down and 
then reassembling motors or other part> 
that have been purchased from parts 
makers, and have been sc burriedly put 
together that they have to be taken 
apart and properly assembled. Because 
of theve many angles it seems mot 
logieal that the low-priced car shoul: 
first, last, and always be a home-mad: 
produet, and if eo the maker cannot 
afford te do anything else than put out

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the best possible preduct. This is th 
cheapest policy. If he puts out a chen;

In order that a low-priced oar may 
succved on the market ® must be well 
made from good material and goou 
workmanship, Manufacturers who have 
turned out poorly mude cars at low 
prices ‘‘have not been able to exist.'’ 
Uthers who have contrived to continue 
their existence ‘‘aro spending more iu 
replacing defective parts than it would 
have cost to make the parts of better 
material and workinanship at the 
start.’’ It is imperative that the low- 
priced car shall be .1 honest car, The 
assembled car can never have a leadin 
place im the low-priced field. Indeed, 
it will soon be quite impossible for 
makers who assemble purts to compete 
against large concerns that turn out 
tn quantities a home-made, low-priced 
inachine, 


THE NEW FACTS ABOUT TIBET 
AND CHINA 

HE Indian Government has order- 

ed troops to be moved to the Ti- 

betan border to counteract cor- 


| tain moves on the part of the Chinese 


in Tibet. Mr, Perceval Landers, who 
accompanied the Younghusband expedi- 
tion to Tibet in 1904, says in the Tele- 
graph that ‘‘the steady expansion of 


;China to the west and southwest has 


already brought her troops upon what 
is unquestionably Indian soil,’’ 

He also says that when the Dalai 
Lama returned to Lhasa in 1909 ‘‘he 
tound Tibet no longer a semi-independ- 
ent provinee, The Chinese were hold- 
ing the important political centres with 
a military strength that made it im- 
possible for the Tibetans any longer to 
retain their old autonomy. In three 
mouths he was flying from it for his 
life to British India.’’ ‘‘From that 
moment Tibet ceased to be an inde- 


| pendent adjunct to the Chinese empire, 


and all pretence of permitting self-gov- 
ernment in any form ceased. It is at 
present not merely a Chinese province, 
but governed with unusual rigor by an 
autocratic pro-consul and an army of 
vecupation, From this moment onwards 
uo buffer state will exist between the 
Chinese empire and India. The Chinese 
army of oceupation is actually at the 
1orthern gates of India,’’ 

Mr. Laudon professes to see in these 
uew facts the first ripple of that west- 
ern-moving flood of Chinese emigration 
which is picturesquely described as the 
yellow peril, 

‘*The movement of British troops to 
the Tibetam frontier is,’’ says the Spee- 
tator, ‘‘the beet kind of proelamation 
that we can not be indifferent to the 
events that are taking place, and that 
we do not mean to allow our rights to 
suffer or be infringed in the slightest 
legree, 

‘*The Tibetan question cannot pos- 
sibly be approached sclely from the In- 
lian poiut of view. Tnat point of view 
is, of course, of great importance, and 
must be fully understood and recogniz- 
ed; but the fact remains that it is only 
part of a whole. We are beund to eon- 
sider the Tibetan problem in the light 
f our general policy towards the Chi- 
nese empire, a policy which is fraught 
with considerations of the first moment. 
While we play the part of a good friend 
to China, she must be clearly made to 
understand that we do not intend to 
tolerate any vague and shadowy claims 
f suzerainty on her behalf over states 
ind territeries along the Himalayan 
rampart-wall or on the Burmese fron- 
tiers, which are unmistakably within 
our political sphere cf influence. 

‘*But though our policy towards 
hina must be firm, we must also be 
most careful not to give the impression 
to the Chinese that we are in any sense 
nenacing the integrity of their empire, 
or endeavoring to pursue a course of 
i¢tion which ean in any way be re- 
warded as one of ‘snipping off’ pieces 
of that empire. 

‘*China at this moment is entering 
upon a period which, though it might 
be an exaggeration to eall it revolu- 
tionary, is at any rate a period of great 
internal unrest. The people of China 
ire becoming politically self-conscious. 


| Now, in all such cases one phenomenon 


‘s constant, The first result of a popu- 
lar upheaval in any country is the un- 
willingness of the people to part with 
in inch of territory or an iota of their 
rights and claims in the matter ef sov- 
ereignty, The Chinese are much more 
likely to prove easy neighbors than a 
purely Lamaist government,’’

FIRST WHITE MAN IN LABRADOR 
TABLELAND 


HERE arrived in New York 8 few 
weeks ago a man who had just 
returned from exploring a part of 

North America never before trodden by 
a white man, He is H. Hesketh Prit 
chard, the head of a little expedition 
of three men who have penetrated iato 
the Labrador tableland 200 miles north 
of the plaee where Leonidas Hubbard 
died of starvation. 

Mr. Pritchard is an Englishman and 
an indefatiguable searcher of the Bri- 
tish-American wilds, He has always had 
a hankering for the unknown land of 
Labrador that has fascinated so many 
daring explorers and has proved fatal 
to some, This year he gratified his long 
ing by going into it and probing a ter- 
ritory that figures as a blank on the 
maps, 

With him went another Englishman, 
Gathorne Hardy, and a Newfoundlan’er, 
Robert Porter. Hardy is a nephew of 
Lord Cranbrooke, His work was to map 
the unknown country, and Pritehard’s 
was to attend to the natural history 
cud of the trip, They were completeiy 
successful, and though they followed 
Hubbard's plan of ‘‘living on the ecun- 
try,’’ they escaped the melanzeholy end 
which came to that plan im his case. 

‘*We started from Finglin | ’* says Mr. 
Pritchard, ‘‘on June 2z, and we went 
acrovs the Atlantie in tha sinatlest boat 
going, the Harmony, of 200 tons, and 
arrived at Nain, one of the Moravian 
mission stations in Labrador, Twenty 
miles back ot Nain the country is en- 
tirely unexplored,’’ 

When Pritchard and kis companions 
announced their purpose, the Eskimos 
were very much disturbed and tried to 
dissuado them. They urged the adven- 
turers to make their journey by Frank's 
Brook, which is a trodden trail, Wil- 
liam Cabot of Boston has beea up it 
with the Eskimos, and it is one of the 
recognized Indian trails ef Labrador 
now, 

‘*But,’’? said Mr. Pritchard, with that 
peculiar idea of the rules of the game 
which prevails among explorers, ‘‘1 did- 
n't want to take Cabot's country.’’ So 
they struck out an entirely new route. 

‘*Tt so happened,’’ said Mr, Pritchard, 
‘‘that there was a lot of water in the 
Fraser River and we made very good 
time with our cances for a considerable 
distance. But as we went along the 
valley we got more and more shut in 
until the hills rose to a height of 1,500 
feet on each side, A time came when 
we were at the end of navigable water, 
und had to carry up our stuff out on 
the high ground. That was the most 
difficult part of the whole trip.’’

He could only carry cmough te 
last us about six days, We were living 
on straight deer’s meat until he came 
back, but he always had enough, 

‘‘Our sole aim at that time was te 
get out as quickly us we could, This 
straight meat dict had had its effeet 
ou us; it had taken all the ginger out 
of us, and we felt pretty slack, 

‘*The fishing was most extraordinary. 
We eontinually caught’ those large lake 
trout, mamaycush, they call them. We 
aleo killed a few ptarmigan, Some days 
we could get encugh foud to supplement 
our rations, and sume days we would- 
n’t, and if it hadn't been for the deer 
we wouldn’t be here today. In deer- 
killing we simply used the old-time 
methods that have been employed in 
that country for literally hundreds of 
yoars; we translated the Eskimo meth- 
ods into modernity, and really lived the 
life of the savage. 

‘*The weather was goud going in, but 
pretty bad coming out, The first froste 
on the tableland began about the mid- 
dle of August, when we had to break 
ice im the morning, but even then you 
might find it very hot in the middle ef 
the day. When it was hot the mos- 
quitos knoeked off, but resumed busi- 
ness when it got cold again.’’

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Advocates Mixed Farming | A New Hay Sorghum 


Many Causes Responsible For High 
Living Cost 

The commission appointed to in- 
vestigate the high cost of living in 
Canada finds that the increase in the 
cost of living during the past 15 
years, which has been practically 60 
per cent. is due to the increase in 
the gold supply, which reduces the 
purchasing power of money; to mani- 
fold forms of extravagance and wast- 
age, public and private, individual 
and social; to restricted supply fol- 
lowing disproportionate urban de- 
velopment; to prevailing methods of 
distribution and marketing of pro- 
ducts; to higher standards of living 
by both rich «nd poor; to inefficient 
service and lack of vocational train- 
ing; to the gospel of ease which has 
permeated the national life of tho 
Anglo-Saxon race; to uneconomical 
household expenditure; and to the 
eifect of mergers, trusts and com- 
bines. 

Along the remedies suggested are 
the encouragement of land settle- 
nent; greater attention to mixed 
farming; increased production, with 
the standardization and improve- 
ment in the quality of farm products, 
together with co-operation in the dis- 
tribution; the extension of the par- 
cels post system, and the making of 
good roads; cheaper and more ac- 
cessible working capital, especially 
for tne farmers of the west; and a 
comprehensive system of vocational ! 
training to promote greater efficiency | 
of service in all lines, and a better 
understaading of the fundamental 
piinciples of production, marketing 
wud purchase,

The value of Saskatchewan's grain 
crop of 1915 is estim...ed at $200,000,- 
gv), Whilst nursing this mighty 
ocean of vegetation to maturity the 
furmer whose land was not infested 
by large numbers of gophers was ex- 
tremeiy fortunate. The growing sea- 
Long of 1914 and 1915 were excep- 
tionally dry and favored the propaga- 
tion of the gophers. As a_ natural 
sequence they were unusually num- 
erous. Many farmers report having 
lost a8 much as 10 per cent. of their 
crop by the vavages of these pests 
und the havoc wrought seems to 
have been fairly general throughot 
the province. 

It is difficult to estimate the total 
damage done by gophers, but it is 
safe to say that the farmers of Sas- 
katchewan would have produced two 
per cent. more grain last year had 
it not been for the depredations of 
these products. A two per cent. in- 
crease would represent an additional 
$4,000,000 in the pockets of the farm- 
ers. This is a very serious loss in 
these days when the conservation of 
the nation’s wealth is acknowledged 
to be a patriotic ‘uty. 


Sudan Grass Meeting With Great 
Favor Among American Farmers 


A recent addition .to our crop 
plants is sure to prove of great value 
to the South. Sudan grass was 
brought to tie United States from 
Egypt in 1909, and no other importa- 
tion ever sprung into favor so quick- 
ly. It ig now recognized as the com- 
ing hay grass of Texas, and when 
better known in the southeastern 
states it will be almost as popular 
there. In the immediate Gulf coast 
region, however, it, like the other 
sorghuins, is affected by the red-spot 
disease, which farmers usually call 
rust. At the present time the price 
of Sudan grass seed prohibits it from 
being generally used as a hay grass, 
but as soon as the quantity of avail- 
able seed is greater it should become 
a recognized part of every farmer’s 
crop in the northern two-thirds of 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Georgia and in virtually all of the 
states of South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina, and Tennessee, as well as Ar- 
kansas, Oklahoma and Texas. 


It should be sown broadcast or 
drilled when the ground has become 
warm in the spring, at the rate ot 
15 to 20 lbs. per acre in the eastern 
states and 10 to 15 lbs. per acre in 
the more western states. It can be 
cut with a mower and cured like any 
other hay crop. It should be cut 
about the time of full bloom. Two to 
three cuttings can be secured, and 
ylelds of 3 to 4 tons per acre may be 
expected. The hay is very palatable 
and at least as high in feeding value 
as that of Johnson grass. It is an 
annual and never becomes a weed in 
flelds where it has been grown.— 
From Special Bulletin, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Fear Is Rare at Front 


Ordinarily Casualties Are Not Num- 
erous in the Trenches 


If I were asked to tell the most ex- 
traordinary fact about life out here | 
should say it is the absence or few- 
ness of new emotions of any kind and 
the rarity of fear. 

And it is true that when the western 
front is not active, when, in fact, it is 
us this winter has seen it, life here is 
not very fearful, and is such that the 
ordinary man with the average amount 


of nervousness may live without seri- | 


ous injury to body or nervous sys- 
tem. 

Whether or not one can indict, on 
these facts, the colonel of the novel 
who used to tell us that the man who 
said shell fire left him unmoved was 
a liar and a coward to boot is doubt- 
ful; for the colonel thought no doubt 
of heavy shell fire in the open when 
men fell in heaps, whereas we have 
the protection of the trenches so good 
that except in heavy bombardments 
casualties are not numerous, 

I remember when we left England 
the physically bravest among us said, 
“I expect to be blue with funk the 
first time we are shelled and probably 
jumpy the first week or two in the 
trenches,” and I recall the first time 
we came out of trenches we confided 
to each other that it wasn't half so aw- 
ful as we had expected, and one said, 
quite honestly, too, “I think men who 
are frightened of it exist only in pen- 
ny novelettes.’—London Mail. 


Trade the Sinew of War 


Largely on Britain’s Financial 
That Allies Must Rely 


It is peculiarly necessary for us to 
put into tne maintenance of our 
trade all the energies than can be 
spared from the military and naval 
efforts required for victory. For it 
is iargely on our financial help that

our allies must rely. Out of the 
1,590 millions which may be our 
expenditure for the present year, 


our advances to them represent, in- 
deed, about 420 millions, and next 
year we may have to find a still 
larger sum. We are finding, and 
shall continue to find, the money, 
and it meang that we are trading it 
in goods, while we shall eventually 
be repaid in goods. For this pur- 
pose we are taxing ourselves now 
to the extent of a third of our own 
war expenditure, and have provided 


well over the “interest and sinking 
fund on our borrowings. So _ far 
therefore, our trade has stood us 


in good stead. And there is no rea- 
son to doubt our ability to meet 
either the financial or the commer- 
cial strain in the coming year or 
later with equal success, under good 
guidance and management, and 
with a financial and commercial 
policy which meets the new condi- 
tions.—London Times.

August 19, 1914—Three wrecked 
near Belgium. 

August 30—The Z8 wrecked near

September 56—One captured by the 
Russians near Seradz. 

December 380—One destroyed by the 
British at Cuxhaven. 

January 27, 1915—The Z19 lost near 
Libau. 

February 9—One lost in a storm 
in the North Sea. 

February 17—The L4 burned near 
Nordby, Denmark. 

February 18—The 13, which took 
part in the raid on Norfolk, England, 
lost in a snowstorm in Denmark. 

March 2—One wrecked in a storm 
at Cologne. 

March 8—The L& broken in two 
near Tirlemont, and one lost in a 
fog off Calais on the same day. 

March 14—One brought to earth 
by Ally aeroplanes in Belgium. 

April 14—One wrecked near Thielt. 

June 7—One destroyed by Lieu- 
tenant Warneford. 

June 12—One destroyed by bom- 
bardment at Evere, near Brussels. 

September 9—One wrecked by ex- 
plosion near Etoekel. 

October 18—One wrecked by ex- 
plosion at Polx-St. Hubert.

January 30, 1916—The Zeppelin 
which flew over Paris, damaged by 
anti-aircraft guns and compelled to 
fly low, on returning was wrecked 
by collision with houses near Ath, 
Belgium.

; scholars, past and present, would have 
been near 350, including those no long- 
er living or able to bear arms. Nearly 
half of these had been enrolled for 
service three months ago, to the know- 
ledge of the trustees, and many have 
joined since. The number of Canad- 
ian Rhodes scholars recorded as in the 
army is 42 our of about 100. South 
Africa, with ten or twelve less schol- 
ars, had 53 under arms. The list of 
Rhodes. scholars who had already 
given their lives for the empire, con- 
tains six names from as many differ- 
ent countries. The community of 
Rhodes scholars at Oxford is now prac- 
tically reduced to the United States 
colony. As yet the war does not seem 
to have appealed to this group,—Van- 
couver News-Advertiser. 


Count Sergius Shulenberg, address- 
ing the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, spoke of a time in the not 
far distant future when there would be 
an all-rail route from all points in Am- 
erica to Petrograd by way of Bering 
Strait. This seems to have appealed 
to the imagination of a good many 
people in the eastern States, although 
they seem to regard it as a very ser- 
ious undertaking. It really is not, ex- 
cept in the matter of cost, which 
would, of course, amount to a pretty 
large sum of money, but, not so much 
as many people might be disposed to 
think. Probably $200,000,000 would be 
sufficient, if it was not thought neces- 
sary to bridge the strait, and for a 
great part of the year car ferries could 
be operated there.—Victoria Colonist.
